STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plainfield in the Coun- 
ty of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
Meriden, in said Plainfield, on Tuesday, the 9th day of 
March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or more 
Highway Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three 
years, two Library Trustees for three years, one Library 
Trustee for two years (Plainfield), and all other neces- 
sary Town Officers for the ensuing year. Also a Delegate 
to the Constitutional Convention to be held in Concord 
in May, 1948. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, 
and to be paid on or before one year, pursuant to the 
Laws of 1917. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
Town Poor. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
amount of money required by law to secure State Aid on 
Class V Highways, plus any additional amounts neces- 
sary. 
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Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to accept 
State Aid for construction on the Class II road known as 
the Plainfield-Meriden Stage road, and raise for said pur- 
pose the sum of $1,360.50 and the State will contribute 
$4,050.50.

Article 13. To see what action, if any, the Town 
will take to provide a Memorial for the Service men and 
women in the Town of Plainfield. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay outstanding 
notes and interest. 


Article 15. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to pay all other neces- 
sary Town expenses. 
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Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to dispose of property acquired by Tax 
Collector’s deeds, this action to be in effect until other- 
wise voted. 


Article 17. To see what action the Town will take 
regarding any money received from the sale of the old 
Meriden School house, if and when it might be sold.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Plainfield School Board and Citizens: 


This is my fifteenth annual report on the doings of the 
Plainfield Schools. A number of changes have come about 
in the District during these years, both in teaching per- 
sonnel and school board members. Mrs. Crane and Mrs. 
Dodge were teaching in the Plainfield Schools in 1933 
and had been teachers a few years before that time. On 
the School Board, Harriet Williams is the only member 
who has served continucusly during this time. At one 
period the School Board members consisted of three wo- 
men who performed the functions of the office of the 
School Board most creditably and especially during the 
period of building the Meriden School. Last year two 
men members were elected and the business is carried on 
with the usual determination to maintain as good schools 
as is possible in these times of scarcity. 


Teachers 
The supply of teachers is no more plentiful than a year 
ago and in fact I think the situation in general is worse. 
We are indebted a great deal to the increased State Aid 
for our present teaching personnel who might have gone 
elsewhere had we not been able to raise salaries. 


Health Work 

Mrs. Hasham, our school nurse, has a large number of 
communities to take care of but she is doing her best to 
keep the remedial work for our children abreast of the 
needs. More clinics and public support in a financial way 
would add to her efficiency. I have met Mrs. Hasham at 
the clinics in Hanover with children during the summer 
months when usually school nurses are at leisure or at 
summer camp work. We are reporting only the statistics 
of her activities. 


Consolidation 

A good deal is being.said these days with reference to 
cooperative school districts and this probably is the thing 
to plan for in a not too distant future. I have my own 
ideas for the consolidation of some of the Plainfield 
Schools but since there is to be a committee to consider 
this, I decline to make a statement which might be em- 
barrassing to the said committee. 
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Minor Repairs 


The interior of the East Plainfield School was redeco- 
rated and looks very well. The roof needs to be shingled. 
At Meriden School, a second exit was made out of the 
basement as a protection in case of accident or fire. This 
should also be done at the Plain School and was planned 
for last summer although for a major job funds were not 
available. A first class well has been dug at this school 
under the direction of Mr. Rose and it is supplying water 
even in the driest time in the memories of the oldest 
people there. Toilet facilities have been enlarged and a 
new cesspool has been installed farther away from the 
building. 


Recommendations 


I recommend without hesitancy that some money be 
appropriated for the transportation of pupils to high 
school and that we do something to assist the Parent- 
Teachers Association in their support of the noon lunch 
program. 


Conclusion 


I regret exceedingly that I had to be absent due to ill- 
ness for three months at the opening of school, but I 
appreciate the patience of the School Board and the 
School Patrons in this matter. I also wish to express ap- 
preciation to Mr. Robert Fuller who ‘substituted for me.
